There is a Dill before tho Minnesota 
legislature that should bo enacted into 
a law.

PASS THE BILL. 
There is a bill before the Minnesota 
legislature that should be enacted into 
a law. The bill is aimed at box car 
merchants, hawkers and peddlers, and 
that class of people who gather up what 
coin is in sight in ntown and leave, pay 
ing no tax and no license. The bill 
authorizes the imposing of a license fee 
of not more than $100 anti to require 
different fees for foot peddlers anti those 
using one or two horses, and provides 
that all transient or itinerant merchants 
selling goods out right or by sample and 
for immediate or furture delivery shall 
l>e considered peddlers. The measure 
is not to apply to representatives of 
wholesale tirms selling to established 
merchants or to farmers or nurseymen 
selling the products of thor own farms. 
A fine of 810 to $100 or imprisonment 
for ninety days is the penalty for ped­ 
dling contrary to its provisions, and a 
licensed peddler is required to exhibit 
his license to any person demanding to 
see it under penalty of a lint* of from $5 
to $20.

Under the working of the bill, which 
has the sanction of the state federa­ 
tion of labor, the free text book sys­ 
tem becomes operative beginning with 
Jan. 1, 1906, and any county or city 
failing to comply is to be denied state 
school aid. 
A reorganization of the method now 
In vogue of the appraisal and selling 
of state land Is proposed by Asher 
Murry of Wadena. Instead of a stated 
period for land sales, Representative 
Murry would have the sales hold when­ 
ever the market may justify it. In or­ 
der that everything may be open and 
aboveboard, he would have the ap­ 
praising done by three persons, one to 
be selected bv the governor, another 
bv the state auditor and the third by 
the board of county commissioners in 
which the land lies. 
A minimum figure of $6 an acre is 
specified and in the appraisement any 
timber or improvements on the land 
are not to be included. The timber is 
to be sold separately. 
Representative Frazer of Rochester 
Introduced a bill preventing the pro- 
miseous distribution of medicine and 
other harmful drugs. 
Ho provides that when free samples 
are sent out that the same shall be 
confined to the mails and placed in the 
hands of adults personally. 


For River Improvement. 
Unanimous consent was given a 
resolution offered by Representative 
Putnam, asking the Minnesota con­ 
gressmen and senators at Washington 
to favor legislation asked tor by the 
Upper Mississippi River Improvement 
association. The principal thing de­ 
sired is a six-foot low water channel 
between St. Louis and St. Paul. 
The committee on forestry reported 
favorably on Representative Rider’s 
bill, appropriating money for the re- 
survev and reforesting of the federal 
and Washburn land grants. Slight 
modifications were suggested, and the 
measure was sent to the committee on 
appropriations. 
A petition was received, asking for 
favorable consideration of the bill 
doubling the appropriation in aid of 
county fairs and agricultural societies. 
A bill authorizing the purchase of 
500 additional copies of the revised 
code was passed, but not until some 
lively debate had been indulged in on 
the distribution of a previous 1,000 
copies which had been ordered. 
Representative Fanning, Rochester, 
offered a motion instructing the judi­ 
ciary committee, as fast as it passed 
on a chapter of the revised code, to re­ 
port the same to the house, with such 
amendments as agreed upon and have 
the same printed in the journal. The 
motion went, over on notice of debate. 
The house adjourned to 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon.

Senate Delays Confirmation of Ram­ 
sey County Boiler Inspector. 
The appointment of S. F. Edmunds 
as boiler inspector for Ramsey county 
was stalled in the senate Friday at the 
instance of Senator McNamee. 
Mr. McNamee got his cue from a 
communication he received from a 
committee of local boilermakers, who 
made an affidavit to the effect that Ed­ 
munds had “maliciously represented” 
himself as being a resident of St. Paul, 
while, as a matter of fact, investiga­ 
tion showed that he lived at 2218 
Fifth avenue south, Minneapolis. 
Mr. Edmunds’ nomination was held 
up, and an investigation will be made 
of the facts. 
The other nominations made by Gov­ 
ernor Johnson and reported to the sen­ 
ate Jan. 20 were confirmed. 
Senator Comstock introduced a bill 
appropriating $2,000 in the case of 
Allen A. Guild, lor the destruction of 
goods in the state university fire last 
September. 
Senator Wood does not believe in 
sinecures One of these snaps, so- 
called, is the mythical office of senate 
fireman, and a bill introduced by the 
senator seeks to abolish this official 
mystery. The Dill states who the sen­ 
ate officers are and forgets the fire­ 
man.Senator Peterson introduced a bill, 
local in character, authorizing cities, 
villages and townships to own their 
own telephone systems, providing a 
majority of the electors so decide. 
A hill by Senator Durant authorizes 
titles or inore than 10,000 and less 
than 20,000 people to construct and 
nwn their own waterworks systems, 
the sum to be expended in the way of 
bonds not to exceed 7 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of the taxable 
property. 
By a resolution of Senator Stephens 
all the members of the senate will 
have an opportunity to consider the 
code and make suggestions. 
Senator Morgan’s resolution provid­ 
ing for the printing of 500 additional 
copies of the code prevailed. 
The senate adjourned till Tuesday.

The need of such a combination for the 
conserving and developing of the city's 
interests, and the overlooking of its 
municipal business administration, is 
beyond dispute: while the many benefits 
which such a supervision are sure to 
create and secure are limitless. 
Even 
to one who is comparatively a stranger 
to the past history and future prospects 
of the city, it is plain th at the want of a 
commercial club has been ono of the 
c i t j ’s defects, while the organization of 
such a clitb promises much for the fu­ 
ture development of the city's prosper­ 
ity. 
I hope it will not be taken as a 
criticism if I suggest th a t the organize 
tion would likely be launched with the 
most acceptability and the least fric­ 
tion if instead of a few self appointed 
men organizing, and the making condi 
tional, on their good will, by ballot, the 
fid? 
v membership, th at there be an 
open meeting with, say, a supper, to 
which all men would be welcome, and at 
such a public gathering the subject be 
discussed in all its salient features, and 
there, and then, the membership bo reg­ 
istered and the club organized. 
This 
would, I think, be more in accord with 
th a t largo hearted and broad intelli­ 
gence so necessary for the support and 
success of the club. 
Because there has

On coming to Brainerd for a visit the 
first since last fall 1 find business in a 
most unsatisfactory condition. There 
are vacant houses ami shopmen not 
earning enough to give them the neces­ 
saries of life. 
A few «killed workmen 
are making a bare living. The building 
trades are doing well, and it will be long 
before they have another such year. 
The business men in Brainerd have al­ 
ways made money and between the 
farm trade and the building, which has 
kept up the masons, carpenters and 
kindred workmen they arc not doing so 
badly now. 
But the shop work has been 
demoralized. The shops arc not idle 
because there is no work. The road has 
ordered thousands of cars built else 
where, a few of which could just as well 
have been built here. 
A few years ago 
the then m a-ter mechanic told me he 
was building better cars here than the 
company could buy, and just as cheap. 
The company certainly has no profit in 
driving people away from 
Brainerd 
when for every dollar they pay in wages 
they get seventy-five cents 
back in 
freight and passenger receipts. 
Why 
have the shops been on short time then? 
There 
has been 
one 
reason 
at 
least. 
I 
have 
been 
hearing 
th at 
for some time. 
Perhaps there are other 
reasons 
I don't know 
them, 
1 her© 
have been too many skilled workmen 
who thought it was for the interest of 
themselves to keep out apprentices, 
keep their trade a close corporation with 
a small membership, do a-- little work 
for a day's wages as possible, thus, ac 
cording to their theory, giving more 
work to be done. 
They did not realize that such a con 
dition of affair-' would prevent the shops 
and their fellow shop workmen from 
getting work to do. 
This is what ha> 
come to pass in Brainerd and 
I hear 
th a t the men do realize it now. 
There should be a request from the 
shop men and business men to the com­ 
pany to funish work and an assurance 
that the work|will be well and economi­ 
cally done. and that the company will 
not be annoyed and hindered in the fu­ 
ture with committees and rules only 
made for selfish purj>oses by a few 
skilled workmen. 
No employer blames 
his employees when they complain for 
cause. 
The shop men should take the imtia 
tive as they are most concerned. 
1’heir 
b u sin e ss is not so im portant to the mer 
chants as it used to be, and every mer 
chant is afraid to do anything which is 
not agreeable to everybody for fear it 
will hurt hi> trade. 
I am interested and have already «lone 
some work alongthe above lines beeause 
I am interested in Brainerd, and every 
man who owns a lot here is interested 
in seeing the* shops run full time. The 
time is passed for getting car work, 
but the regular work will soon com­ 
mence, and it is to be hoped th a t affairs 
in the shops will never again be allowed 
to be as they have been. 
Labor unions 
are not so im portant in small towns, 
bu t they are good everywhere if their 
work is intelligently directed.

T he need of such a com bination for the 
conserving and developing of th e city's 
interests, and th e overlooking of its 
municipal business adm inistration, is 
beyond dispute; while the m any benefits 
which such a supervision are sure to 
create and secure are limitless. 
Even 
to one who is com paratively a stran ger 
to the p ast history and fu tu re prospects 
of th e city, it is plain th a t the w ant of a 
comm ercial club has been one of the 
city ’s defects, while the organization of 
such a clu b promises m uch for the fu ­ 
tu re developm ent of the city's prosper­ 
ity.

first since last fall I 
find business in a 
most unsatisfactory condition. 
T here 
are vacant houses and shopm en not 
earning enough to give them tho neces­ 
saries of life. 
A few skilled 
workmen 
are m aking a bare living. 
T he building 
trades are doing well, an d it will be long 
before they have a n o th e r such year 
T he business men in B rainerd have a1 
ways m ade money an d botwoen the 
farm trade and the building, which has 
kept up the masons, carp en ters and 
kindred workmen they are not doing so 
badly now. 
But the shop w*ork h asbeen 
demoralized. 
T he shops are not idle 
because there is no work. 
T he road has 
ordered thousands of cars built else 
where, a few of which could ju st as w'ell 
have been built here. 
A few years ago 
the then m aster m echanic told me he 
was building better cars hero than the 
com pany could buy, and ju st as cheap 
T h e com pany certainly has no profit in 
driving people away from 
Brainerd 
when for every dollar th ey pay in wages 
they get seventy-five cents 
back in 
freight and passenger receipts. 
W hy 
have the shops been on sh o rt tim e then? 
T here 
has been 
one 
reason 
a t 
least. 
I 
have 
been 
hearing 
th a t 
for some time. 
P erh ap s there are other 
reasons 
I don’t know 
them. 
T here 
have been too m any skilled workmen 
who th o u g h t it was for th e interest of 
them selves to keep 
o u t apprentices 
keep th e ir trade a close corporation with 
a small m embership, do as little work 
for a d ay ’s wages as possible, thus, ac­ 
cording to their theory, giving more 
work to be done. 
T hey did not realize th a t such a con ­ 
dition of affairs would prevent the shops 
and th e ir fellow shop workmen from 
g etting work to do. 
T h is is w hat has 
come to pass in B rainerd and 
I hear 
th a t th e men do realize it now. 
T h ere should be a request from the 
shop men and business men to th e com 
pany to funish work a n d an assurance 
th a t the work|will be well and economi­ 
cally done, and th a t th e company will 
not be annoyed and hin dered in the fu­ 
tu re with com m ittees and rules only 
m ade for selfish purposes by a few 
skilled workmen. 
No em ployer blam es 
his employees when they complain for 
cause. 
T h e shop men should take the initia 
tive as they are most concerned. 
T h e ir 
business is not so im p o rta n t to the mer 
c h an ts as it used to be, and (‘very mer 
c h a n t is afraid to do any th in g which is 
not agreeable to everybody for fear it 
will h u r t his trade. 
I am interested an d have already done 
some work along the above lines because 
I am interested in B rainerd, and every 
m an who owns a lot here is interested 
in seeing the shops ru n full time. 
T he 
tim e is passed for g e ttin g ear work, 
b u t the regular work will soon com ­ 
mence, and it is to be hoped th a t affairs 
in th e shops will never again be allowed 
to be as they have been. 
Labor unions 
are not so im p o rtan t in small towns, 
b u t they are good everyw here if their 
work is intelligently directed.

'I he 
volume 
and 
character of sm oke given out while 
steam ing has become regarded as a 
factor of the vessel’s efficiency, for her 
visibility tit sea is largely m easured by 
the smoke she gives out, a steam er’s 
sm oke being ordinarily seen long be­ 
fore the vessel herself becomes visible. 
It is further desired to m easure the 
smoke emission on account of its be­ 
ing a valuable Index of the efficiency 
of 
boilers 
and 
furnaces, 
excessive 
sm oke indicating indifferent fuel or Im­ 
perfect com bustion of th e fuel. 
According to th e plans at present 
suggested, a series of photographs of 
the cruiser will be taken while she is 
under way, and from these, taken a t 
fixed intervals of tim e, the am ount of 
sm oke may be determ ined w ith fair ac­ 
curacy.

Dear Sirs:— 
I read with pleasure, on my re­ 
turn from a lecture trip last night, the 
announcemeat in T h e D is p a t c h of a 
proposed commercial club. I have won­ 
dered, since coming here, at the lack of 
this most desirable institution, not want­ 
ing, I think, in any progressive city. 
The need of such a combination for the 
conserving and developing of the city’s 
interests, and the overlooking of its 
municipal business administration, is 
beyond dispute; while the many benefits 
which such a supervision are sure to 
create and secure are limitless. Even 
to one who is comparatively a stranger 
to the past history and future prospects 
of the city, it is plain that the want of a 
commercial club has been one of the 
citj’s defects, while the organization of 
such a club promises much for the fu­ 
ture development of the city's prosper­ 
ity. I hope it will not be taken as a 
criticism if I suggest that the organiza­ 
tion would likely be launched with the 
most acceptability and the least fric­ 
tion if instead of a few self appointed 
men organizing, and the making condi­ 
tional, on their good will, by ballot, the 
fut ^ membership, that there be an 
open meeting with, say, a supper, to 
which all men would be welcome, and at 
such a public gathering the subject be 
discussed in all its salient featuros, and 
there, and then, tho membership be reg­ 
istered and the club organized. Thi 
would, I think, bo more in accord with 
that largo hearted and broad intelli­ 
gence so necessary for the support and 
success of the club. Because there has 
not been as coherent and liberal a spirit,

On coming to Brainerd for a visit the 
first since last fall I tind business in a 
most unsatisfactory condition. There 
are vacant houses and shopmen not 
earning enough to give them tho neces­ 
saries of life. A few skilled workmen 
are making a bare living. The building 
trades are doing well, and it will be long 
before they have another such year 
The business men in Brainerd have al­ 
ways made money and between the 
farm trade and the building, which has 
kept up the masons, carpenters and 
kindred workmen they are not doing so 
badly now. But the shop work has been 
demoralized. The shops are not idle 
because there is no work. The road has 
ordered thousands of cars built else- 
where, a few of which could just as well 
have been built here. A few years ago 
the then master mechanic told me ho 
was building better cars hero than the 
company could buy, and just as cheap. 
The company certainly has no profit in 
driving poople away from Brainerd 
when for every dollar they pay in wages 
they get seventy-five cents back in 
freight and passenger receipts. Why 
have the shops been on short time then? 
There 
has been 
one 
reason 
at 
least. I 
have 
been 
hearing that 
for some time. Perhaps there are other 
reasons I don’t know them. There 
have been too many skilled workmen 
who thought it was for tho interest of 
themselves to keep out apprentices, 
keep their trade a close corporation with 
a small membership, do as little work 
for a day’s wages as possible, thus, ac­ 
cording to their theory, giving more 
work to bo done. 
They did not realize that such a con­ 
dition of affairs would prevent the shops 
and their fellow shop workmen from 
getting work to do. This is what has 
come to pass in Brainerd and I hear 
that tho men do realize it now. 
There should be a request from the 
shop men and business men to the com­ 
pany to ftinish work and an assurance 
that the wor k|will I )p well and economi­ 
cally done, and that the company will 
not be annoyed and hindered in the fu­ 
ture with committees and rules only 
made for selfish purposes by a few 
skilled workmen. No employer blames 
his employees when they complain for 
cause. 
The shop men should take the initia 
tive as they are most concerned. Their 
business is not so important to the mer 
chants as it used to be, and every mer 
chant is afraid to do anything which is 
not agreeable to everybody for fear it 
will hurt his trade. 
I am interested and have already done 
some work along the above lines because 
I am interested in Brainerd, and every 
man who owns a lot here is interested 
in seeing the shops run full time. The 
time is passed for getting car work, 
but the regular work will soon com­ 
mence, and it is to be hoped that affairs 
in the shops will never again be allowed 
to be as they have been. Labor unions 
are not so important in small towns, 
but they are good everywhere if their 
work is intelligently directed.

A NAVAL T E ST . 


P la n to M pam iro Sm okt* temíanlo*» o f 
a Nt*%v CrniMiM*. 
The new cruiser Milwaukee, now 
nearing completion at the Union Iron 
works in San Francisco, when she 
starts on her official trial trip next 
summer will undergo a novel test, says 
the New York Post. In addition to the 
usual tests of speed, turning, stopping 
backing and performing other evolu­ 
tions, the Milwaukee will be observed 
for the amount of smoke she emits 
from her stacks. '1 he volume and 
character of smoke given out while 
steaming lias become regarded as a 
factor of the vessel’s efficiency, for lier 
visibility at sea Is largely measured by 
the smoke she gives out, a steamer’s 
smoke being ordinarily seen long be­ 
fore the vessel herself becomes visible. 
It is further desired to measure the 
smoke emission on account of its be­ 
ing a valuable Index of the efficiency 
of boilers and furnaces, excessive 
smoke indicating Indifferent fuel or Im­ 
perfect combustion of the fuel. 
According to the plans at present 
suggested, a series of photographs of 
the cruiser will he taken while she Is 
under way, and from these, taken at 
fixed intervals of time, the amount of 
smoke may he determined with fair ac­ 
curacy. Excessive smoking will be rem­ 
edied as far as possible, and data may 
be obtained from which to avoid or

M A N K A TO FEB. 7. 


New Ulrn., Minn., .Tan. 28.—The al­ 
leged slayer of 
Dr. L. A. Gebhard Is 
out on bail. 
Dr. G. R. Koch, who has 
been confined in the 
Brown county 
Jail since Dec. 9, 1904, was released 
Friday afternoon, 
being admitted to 
bail in the sum of $20,000. 
The new 
trial will take placo at Mankato, begin­ 
ning Feb. 7. 
The arguments were heard by Judge 
Webber Friday afternoon and over an 
hour was consumed by Attorney L. L. 
Brown and General H. W. Childs. Dr. 
Koch was in the courtroom, attended 
by 
a deputy .sheriff and 
Attorneys 
Brown, Somerville and Abbott. 
Attorney Brown presented an affi­ 
davit signed by Drs. Fritsche, Scoeh 
and Welser stating that the defendant 
was greatly emaciated because of his 
incarceration and had become frail of 
body and that his health was greatly 
impaired as he had been accustomed 
to exercise and the close confinement 
had wrought great bodily Injury. 
He 
laid particular stress on the disagree­ 
ment of the jury, and said It had been 
the custom under similar conditions 
to grant bail by courts in other states. 


State Obejcted to Granting Bail. 
General H. W. Childs, for the state, 
objected to the granting of bail. 
He 
said that criminal Intent was especial­ 
ly strong in this case and there was 
an abundance of evidence which creat­ 
ed a strong presumption of guilt.

Childs rehearsed all the chiet evidence 
against Dr. Koch. 
Judge Webber stated 
that he had
